inferior to our own. 

Particularly is this true in regard to 
Osteopathy, the science of which the

There i « jmt &S much reason ai d nec^i 
tv for a law cumpelliug everyone to 
use a certain kind of flour or to drink 
a certain brand of coffee as their is for 
a law compelling everyone to employ 
certain doctors when they are sick. 

Medicine is not such an exact science 
that any doctor can truthfully say, 
that if such a drug had been given in 
a certain case the paHant wavd have 
lived. 

If patient alwaya reeovered under 

drug treatment.and sometimes died on 
der treatment without drugs, it would 
no doubt be criminal neglect to permit 
any sick person to go without drugs or 
medicine. No one having any regard 
for truth, facts or statistics can deny 
that patients recover from serious 
disease without drug treatment. 

Notice what an eminent physician 
says about medicine. Dr A C Bernays 
M. D. of Marion Smis Ck)llege, StLouis 
says, "if I were to take typlioid feyer 
I would not take a single dose of medl 
cine. To give drugs to a well man is 
is verTi very wrong, but to give drugs 
to a sick man is nothing snort of a 
crime. Anatomy is a real science: 
medicine is not, but is largely tbeoret 
ical aad eatperie." 

How does that ammd to you? This 
is the sentiment of the majority of 
the leadiniT, and most eniment physi- 
cians of the country. 1 can give you 
hundreds of such quotations Here'.s 
another one, Dr Osier M D, says ''one 
of tbe most striking characteristics 
of the modem treatment of diseases is 
the return to what oaed to be called 
natural method, diat, 
mg and massage." 

Another one, Hippocrates, the 
"Father of Medicine," says, ''No in 
ducement nil! ever lead me toadasiais 
ter poison nor will I ever be tbe aatta 
or of such a vice." 

Dr J M Smith M D, of the New 
York Cullege of Physicians and Surg 
eons, a^p. Digitalis haa hurried thuus 
ands to the grsTP. All Medicines 
which enter the circulation poison the 
blood in tbe same manner as do the 
poisons the produce disease." 

Dr H S Cox M D. of same college, 
says "Mercury is a sheet anchor in 
faveia, bat ItlaaaaBeborwhiefaBwves 
TOUT patient to the grave.** 

Augustus Callle, M D, in Reviews, 
of Reviews, says "The common sense 
practitioner knows by experience that 
the constant, frequent prescribing' of 
innumerable drugs only ends in detri 
ment of his pMienk A working 
knowledge of hygiene and dietetics, 
climate hydro and mechano therapen 
tics, simple medication and few drui;s 
are the successful agents in internal 
medicine: and tbe sooner tbe pbysi* 
cian will condense his Heteria Medica 
to a yest pocket edition, the more 
readily will his eCforts meet with sue 
cess in the practice of purfession. 

Dr Chapmen. M D, profe.ssor in 
Medical School of Philadelphia, says, 
"Taking drutjs habitually conduces to 
destroy the stomach Every ache or 
discomfort, real or imagmary, must le 
relieved by a recurrence to some sup 
posed remedy, till finally the powers o* 
the stomach are wore out, ana derange 
ments, functional or structural take 
place." He goes on and savs, 'How 
can the profession escape the imputa- 
tion of lending its contribution, to this 
mischief. When called to a Ciise of 
such obscurity that no distinct idea 
can be formed of it, how often do we 
go on groping in the dark, pouring 
down drugs emperieally, till tbe 
stomach ^i ves way,and Its derangement 
are added to the pre-existing affliction, 
by which the case is made of greater 
complexity and enhanced dilliculty of 
cure " Further he says, "The pre 
dominent estimate of the profession, 
even among the most enlightened 
people, leads to the delusive supposi- 
tion that the materia medica has a 
remedy for every disease, and that the 
want of success, under any given cir- 
cumataaeea, laowlag to the pofarty of 
resource of the practitioner in atten 
dances. Confidence to soon withdrawn 
should he intermit his exertions, 
which, perceiving, he too often multi 
plies his administrations to avoid < 
dismissal, or tbe bringing in of some 
other doetmr, who. ia expected, will 
bring forth a fresh supplr of Physic 
adding fuel to the flames. "The con 
sultation ended, the new doctor brings 
forth his new prescriptions of more 
drugs. With the new armv of deadly 
weapons, he enters the field: an exas 
peratlon of the case follows, not satis 
fied, however, further trials of new 
physicians are still made, and these 
area repetition of the same proceeding;
